It will be well, for both citizens and tax collectors thoroughly to famil- 
larize themselves with the requirements of the law, if they would preserve their 
rights and privileges and at the same time avoid possible trouble.

If any of these who accept this in- 
terpretation of the law (that the sim- 
ple payment of taxes registers) go in 
person to the tax collector, get a re- 
ceipt for taxes and then walk. out, ex- 
pecting that official to “automatical- 
ly” register them, they will wake up 
to the fact on election day that they 
cannot vote. 

The law nowhere makes it “manda- 
tory” upon the collector to register 
anyone except “such person” as “shall 
have actually made oath before him,” 
and who have “signed” their own 
names on the voters’ book. 

«© law does not even make it the 
duty of the collector to mention the 
subject o. registration at all to the 
man who calls to pay his taxes. The 
only mandatory thing is that the col- 
lector “shall at a certain time “close” 
it. But there are a lot of “shall nots” 
in the law aimed at the citizen to 
make it difficult to register. 

Not only “shall” the collector not 
register a person “automatically,” 
in any other way, except “such per- 
sons” as “shal!” appear before him and 
“actually make oath” voluntarily, but 
if the collector does so he may be put 
in jail.

t Commercial Agencies 
Say About Business. 

New York, October 1.—R,. G. Dun € 
Co.'s weekly review of trade tomor- 
row will say that the industrial and 
eommercial situation, as a whole, at 
the beginning of tHe last quarter of 
the year is that of a fu:l return to 
normal conditions..The southern trade, 
it is reported, is better than for several 
seasons past. The chief flaw in the 
situation is to be found in the high 
prices which serve to check operations 
in some directions and are a conserva- 
tive influence. 

Business in steel rails is expanding 
and much activity is expected in this 
division next year, as the railrweads 
are covering future requirements free- 
ly. In addition to the demand for do- 
mestic consumption, the leading pro- 
ducer has received a contract for 12,- 
000 tons for export to Mexico. The 
rapid advance in pig iron prices has 
caused many buyers to restrict their 
purchases, although a heavy business 
eantinues in some districts, notably at 
Pittsburg and New York. 

Sharp advances were made in cotton 
goods and yarns during the week, and 
while trading in wholesa’e dry goods 
markets was limfted in the metropoli- 
tan district by the celebration, the re- 
ports from other centers indicated the 
maintenance of a seasonable distribu- 
tion. Some large interests are mov- 
ing to cover their early spring needs 
in staple fabrics. A careful canvass 
of conditions in men’s wear mills, fol- 
lowing revisions and cance'lations of 
orders disclosed that production was 
being curtailed, although an early re- 
vival in the demand for duplicate win- 
‘er wear is expected to provide idie 
iooms with work. Encouragement ts 
being given to promoters of a cur- 
tailment movement among cotton mills 
in order to avoid the trade complica- 
tions that must follew extended specu- 
lation in cofton.
